Outside it pilches 
down very suddenly and there is water 
fullv-rtOOO fe«t deep within a mile of it. 
The inside of tlie reef is tho abode of 
turtles nnd it is from these reofa that 
mnny'of tho turtle ehells sold here catno. 
At the extremft western end u n little 
cornl island nbout eight hundred feet 
long by six hundred feet wide. The only 
vegetation on this reef is. a sparse 
nmoiint Of turtle grass nnd the only life 
to bo found are myriads of Buoby birds 
nnd Frigate birds which go there, to 
hatch their young.
